Washington, Nov. 24—Director of 
the Mint Von Engleken said yester­ 
day that the high cost of living in 
this country is a-creature of our own 
making. 
He 
said that the 
golden 
stream coming from Europe to this 
country makes the people spend lib­ 
erally, if not wastefully. 
With more gold in its vaults, more 
money circulated and the greatest 
export trade in history, the United 
States today is at once reaping a 
golden harvest, and—to mix the met­ 
aphor—paying the piper; the piper 
being the high cost of living, Von 
Engleken says. 
His explanation is: 
Export trade 
brings an unprecedented quantity of 
gold here. There is such a vast de­ 
mand for goods that prices rise re­ 
sponsively. More workers than here­ 
tofore are employed, and they are 
getting larger wages. 
And, while 
these 
workers 
supply the goods, 
their wages drawn from the immense 
store of gold, buy more goods than 
before, thus helping swell the abnor­ 
mal demand and the consequent price 
increases. 
Wages, he admits, have not fully 
kept pace with prices—as usual, but 
he hopes for an altered condition in 
the future. 
“The United States is normally a 
borrowing nation. 
Capital utilized 
for construction in the past has been 
recruited largely abroad. 
Our econ­ 
omic affairs consequently have been 
adjusted to meet the customary out­ 
flow of money required to pay our 
interest bills in foreign countries. 
“The sudden reversal of this con­ 
dition, the retention of interest pay­ 
ments at home, coupled with a re­ 
versal of the usual trade conditions, 
presents an unusual economic prob­ 
lem. 
“It is to be hoped we will not be­ 
come so accustomed to the present 
ability to supply our various personal 
demands that we will find it difficult 
to readjust 
ourselves to the 
more 
normal state of affairs that will con­ 
front us, we hope, in the near future.” 
Mints are working twenty-four 
hours a day trying to keep up with 
the demands for coins. 
In the last 
two years $700,000,000 in gold over 
the usual importations has poured 
into the United States. Figures show­ 
ing the following relative demand for 
coins for the periods from Jan. 1 to 
Oct. 17 last year and this year were 
furnished by Von Engleken: 
Dimes—1915, $658,000; 1916, $2,- 
200,000. 
Nickels—1915, $1,100,000; 
1916, 
$2,950,000. 
Pennies—1915, 
$266,000; 
1916, 
$1,008,000.

Chicago, Dec. 4-0. 
Delegates from New England, Cali­ 
fornia, New York, Ohio, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Missouri will he pres­ 
ent. 
“The production and * distribution 
of whole milk is undergoing a 
Re­ 
markable transfromation,” says the 
call issued by the hoard of directors 
of the Milk Producer’s Association in 
session here today. 
“The milk pro­ 
ducers of America are finding them­

Director of Mint Says Wages do Not 


Keep Pace With Increased 


Cost of Living. 


Washington, Nov. 24—Director of 


the Mint Von Engleken said yester- 
day t'hat the high eost of living in 
this .country is a-creature of our own 
making. He said that the golden 
stream coming from Europe to this 
country makes the people spend lib- 
erally, if not wastefully. 


With more gold in its vaults, more 


money circulated and the greatest 
export trade in history', the United 
States today is at once reaping a 
golden harvest, and—to mis the met- 
aphor—paying the piper; the piper 
being -the high cpst of living, Von 
Engleken says. 


His explanation is: Export trade 


brings an unprecedented quantity of 
gold here. There is such a vast de- 
mand for goods that prices rise re- 
sponsively. More workers than here- 
tofore are employed, and they are 
getting larger wages. 
And, while 


these 
workers 
supply the goods, j 


their wages drawn from the immense 
store of gold, buy more goods than 
before, thus helping swell the abnor- 
mal demand and the consequent price 
increases. 


Wages, he admits, have 'not fully 


kept pace with prices—as usual, but 
he hopes for an altered condition in 
the future. 


"The United States is normally a 


borrowing nation. 
Capital utilized 


for construction in the past has been 
recruited largely abroad. Our econ- 
omic affairs consequently have been 
adjusted to meet the customary out- 
flow-of money required to pay our 
interest bills in foreign countries. 


"The sudden reversal of this con- 


dition, the retention of interest pay- 
ments at home, coupled with a re- 
versal of the usual trade conditions, 
presents an unusual economic prob- 
lem.

The advantage of a State with a 


mandatory compulsory school 
at- 


endance law and a long rural school 
«?«n over a 'State with only an op- 
ional compulsory school attendance 
aw and a short rural school term 
re clearly seen in California and 


South .Carolina. 
The average rural 


school term in California is 178 
lays while the average rural term 
n South Carolina is 94.5 days, ac- 
cording to the latest statistics show- 
ng separately the length of 
rural 


and urban school terms. The' aver- 
age number of days attended 
-by 


alifornia 'children between the ages 


of 5 and 18, that is, during their 
'o'inpulsory school period, is 111.!) 
days per year, while in South Caro- 
lina it is only 41.3 days per year. On 
this basis of attendance from the 
first grade through the high school, 
the average 
education for 
each 


child in California was 11,342.8 days, 
while the average 
education for 


each child in South Carolina is on- 
ly 495.6 days, thus making tho av- 
erage education for each 
child, in 


California 847.2 days more than the 
average education for each child in 
South Carolina. California gives a 
higher average number of days edu- 
cation for each child than any other 
State in the Union; only the Dis- 
trict of Columbia gives 
more—• 


1,399.2 days—56 more days 
than 


California and 903.6 days more than 
South Carolina. 


Even where a State has a long 


rural school term, as Maryland has 
had for several years past with onh 
a weak optional compulsory attend- 
ance law, the long rural school term 
is materially shortened by a low av- 
erage daily attendance. The average 
rural school term in Maryland ha? 
been for some years 179.8 days, bu 
under this "puerile and defenceless' 
compulsory attendance law,.to rjuoti 
the State Superintendent of Public, 
Instruction in that State the number 
of pupils attending daily in every 
100 enrolled in the rural schools o: 
Maryland was only 51. This makes 
the actual average rural school tern, 
in Maryland only 91.7 days. On the 
other) hand, Oregon, with a State- 
wide mandatory school 
attendance 


law, has had a rural school term oj 
118.7 days the number of pupils at- 
tending daily in every 100 enrollec 
was 90.6 While Oregon's legal rura 
school term was 61J. days shorter 
than that' of Maryland, yet on 
count of .Oregon's -State-wide man- 
datory compulsory attendance law 
her actual average rural school tern 
Was 107.5 days, or 15.8 "Tla'ys longei 
than Maryland's actual average ru- 
ral school term.
